18.—The discoveries in 
the therapeutic use of the radio-active 
forces, demonstrated by Dr. William J. 
Morton, prefesecr of electro-therapeutics, 
before the Techruclogy Club, are regarded 
by scicntists as opening a new era in medi- 
cirw and surgery. To the correspondent of 
the Pest-Dispatch Dr. Morton gave some 
further details of his observations an‘ 
tneory.

FRANCE’S LAST STRONGHOLD, 


From the London Post. 

A report of uncertain origin which ob- 
fained currency a few days ago attributed 
to the United States the intention of. pur- 
chasing, and to France the intention of 
selling, the small gtoup of islands off the 
coast of Newfoundland, known as St. Pierre 
and Miquelon. Our Paris correspondent 
was able to send us the assurance that the 
report was absolutely devoid of foundation. 
The islands havea certain material value 
for France. But from the purely commer- 
cial point of view their value to our. neigh- 
bors cannot be very great. Their total 
area is Gnly 93 square miles, and according 
to the last census the population was only 
6352, of whom only 4700 are permanent resi- 
dents, the balance being madé up of a 
floating population of officials, gendarmes 
and fishermen. Practically no vegetation 
exigts on the barren, rocky surface of the 
islands, which depend entirely for such 
modest share of prosperity as reaches them 
on the harvest of the sea. 

If the commercial value of the islands 
fs not great, however, they have for French- 
men a historical and gentimental interest 


| which will probably render the government 


of the republic very averse from parting 
with them. This little group of rocky Isl- 
ands, set in the northern. sea, is the sole 
remaining relic of the once great empire 
which France possessed on the North 
American continent. They were ceded to 
Great Britain by the treaty of Utrecht in 
1713, but were restored to France in 1763.
